atzky, as a justice of the Eeace in the town of Eaton,
Manitowoc county, from the fourth day of May, 1876,
till the seventeenth day of May, 1877, inclusive, are
hereby legalized and declared to be valid.

SecTiON 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and atter its passage and publication.
